Sexual harrassment

The reinstatement of a Facul- 
ty of Education student after a 
two-year battle has called 
McGill's grievance procedures 
into question. 

The student was expelled 
from the education faculty in 
1980 for being in unsatisfactory 
academic standing. She appeal- 
ed her expulsion, pointing to 
mitigating circumstances. 

At a meeting early this 
semester, the university Senate 
voted in closed session to re- 
Q admit her on the recommenda- 
tion of the Senate Committee 
on Student Grievances, despite 
claims by her faculty that 
breaches of procedure should 
have nullified the committee's 
findings.

New procédures are needed

A sub-committee of the 
Senate Committee on Women 
(SCW) has drafted a working 
paper dealing with the issue of 
sexual harrassment on campus.' 

According to the report, the 
sub-committee was formed 
because "investigations to daté 
(on sexual harassment) suggest 
that whatever procedures there 
are at present at McGill are ad 
hoc, covert, ill-dèfined, or non- 
existent", and "not because we 
believe sexual harrassment is 
widespread at McGill". 

At present, a victim can speak 
with the Assistant Dean of 
Students (previously the Dean 
of Women), Kay Sibbald, in a 
case of sexual harrasment, and 
work with her to settle the pro- 
blem. 

Margaret Glllett, a professor 
in Education and the chairper- 
son of the SCW, explained that 
another purpose of the report is 
to avoid court cases as a result 
of sexual harrassment or ac- 
cusations of such. 

"The procedures are helpful 
in two ways; they- will aid the 
victims as well as the 
offenders," said' Gillett. 

She also, stated that sexual 
harrassment is not strictly a 
women's issue, although the 
traditional forms of it at univer- 
sities have been male professors 
as the offenders and female 
students "as the victims. 

The report defines sexual har- 
rassment as follows: 

1. "Unwanted attention of a 
sexually-oriented nature. 

2. "Implied or expressed pro- 



mise of reward for complying 
with a sexually-oriented re- 
quest. 

3. "Implied or expressed 
threat of reprisal, or the denial 
of opportunity for. refusing to 
comply with a sexually oriented 
request." 

The report also states that 
there are two main components 
of sexual harrassment: coercion 
and power. 

According to the- report, 
"The notion of power is central 
to many definitions of harrass- 
ment (both sexual and non sex- 
ual). 

Harrassment is often defined 
as the "abuse of power". Thus, 
the harrasser is often an 
"authority figure, a professor, 
a supervisor, or an ad- 
ministrator, who is in the posi- 
tion to control, influence, or af- 
fect a job, career, or gradesi" 

The sub-committee on sexual 
harrassment made several 
recommendations in the report, 
all of which were passed 
unanimously by the SCW. 

It recommends that an ad hoc 
committee, composed of 
students, academic, and non- 
academic staff be formed to 
study and propose procedures 
in cases of sexual harrassment. 
The sub-committee also recom- 
mended that the Dean and 
Assistant Dean of Students pro- 
duce a pamphlet on the issue, 
with input from the Co- 
ordinating Committee on Stu- 
dent Services (CCSS). 

The CCSS has already begun 
forming a sub-committee to 
produce a pamphlet, to be 
available sometime next 



autumn. 

Also included in the report 
was the recommendation that 
the senior administrators of the 
university make a public state- 
ment "defining and deploring 
all forms of sexual 
harrassment" and have such a 
statement printed in all publica- 
tion available to the McGill 
community. 



admit the student, Dean of 
Education George Flower cir- 
culated a letter challenging the 
committee's recommendation. 
Flower claimed that the ac- 
cessor investigating the 
student's expulsion conducted 
himself in an "improper" man- 
ner. 

The committee's legal assessor, 
law professor Julius Grey was 
criticised for what Flower called 
frequent interruptions, giving 
advice to the student involved, 
and for accusing the faculty ad- 
visor of being professionally in- 
competent during the commit- 
tee's hearings. 

A McGill Senator who agreed 
to speak on condition that he 
not be identified said he 
disagreed with Flower's 
arguments because the student 
had been made to pay for over a 
year of procedural haggling. 

"Jhe faculty was told to 
reinstate the woman last 
semester and it didn't and so 
basically her graduation will be 
held up by at least two 
semesters, if not more," he 
said. 

Neither the Senator nor any 
other source would agree to 
divulge the identity of the stu- 
dent or details of the case. 

Flower also pointed to other 
breaches in regular procedure as 
grounds for turning over the 
committee's decision and laun- 



ching a new hearing into the stu- 
dent's grievances. 

According to Flower, not on- 
ly was the assessor's role in the 
committee's hearings out of 
order, but the presence of an 
advisor from outside the McGill 
community acting on behalf of 
the student was in open viola- 
tion of Senate grievance pro- 
cedures. 

Flower's letter noted that as 
recently as last October, Senate 
ratified the grievance regula- 
tions stipulating that only 
members of the McGill com- 
munity may act as student ad- 
visors in grievance proceedings. 

Although Flower stated that 
the Faculty did not object at the 
time of the hearings to the 
presence of an outside advisor, 
he did note that this was exam- 
ple of "a further breach by the 
Senate committee of established 
procedures for its operation". 

Referring to Flower's conten- 
tion that breaches in procedures 
invalidated the Senate commit- 
tee's findings, a McGill Senator 
involved in the issue said that 
students shouldn't have to pay 
for poorly defined grievance 
regulations. 

"In this case the rights of the 
individual were sacrificed 
because of poor guidelines," he 
said.

Concordia workers stand & fight

Concordia University support 
staff held a "day of action" 
yesterday, picketing the Univer- 
sity administration building on 
Bishop's street. 

Nearly 100 members of the 
Concordia University Non- 
Academic Staff Association 
(CUNASA) braved a wet 
snowstorm and slushy streets to 
demonstrate their indignance at 
Concordia University's most re- 
cent pay offer. 

According to Fred Francis, 
president of CUNASA,"Initial- 
ly the University offered us a 
6.7 per cent interim settlement. 
The final settlement that they 
are now offering us is 9.2 per 
cent, which is only an additional 
2.5 per cent, n 

"That's the same as McGill 
offered to it's support staff. But 
McGill staff were given certain 
Fridays off and our adminstra- 
tion is not willing to negotiate 
any time off," he said. 

In the report of the CUNASA 
negotiating committee, the in- 



itial demand of the staff was for 
the "Parizeau Formula", which 
is "the standard settlement 
which has been applied in the 
public and para-public sector in 
recent years." This entailed a 
demand for a 16.7 per cent pay 
increase. 

The negotiating committee 
eventually lowered its demands 
to a 12.3 per cent increase. 

"This would be equal to the 
increase in the cost of living in 
1980/81. So personnel would be 
no worse off than they were last 
year," stated the-report. 

"Our last presentation, which 
was eventually dealt with by the 
Board of Governors, proposed 
a freeze on hiring in order to 
generate the funds for salaries, 
and this was turned down on the 
basis that it would harm the 
position of the University with 
the government" said Linda Or- 
rell, past CUNASA president. 

"The University still said that 
they didn't have enough 
money". 

The CUNASA negotiating 



team decided to. break off 
negotiations with the University 
and call for "the pursuit of a 
campaign of pressure tactics to 
endevour to persuade the ad- 
ministration to take a more 
reasonable view." 

"We broke off negotiations 
and put it to a .vote of the 
members, said Francis. 

"They adopted our proposal, 
they thought we were wasting 
our time trying to negotiate." 

The CUNASA general 
meeting on the 24th November 
also called for yesterday's "day 
of action" as the first specific 
action in the pressure campaign. 

Although salary policy is at 
the centre of the present dispute 
between CUNASA and Concor- 
dia University management, job 
security is also an issue. Con- 
cordia University support staff 
do not have a job security agree- 
ment with the University. 

"This demonstration is just 
phase one, there will be more in 
the near future, explained Fran- 
cis.

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Werther worth it

- Werther is an ode to pas- 
sionate love.

Moreover, the 
work depicts the consequences 
of unfulfilled desire and unfor- 
tunate twists of fate which.— 
according to Goethe — "have 
beset humanity through the 
ages."

Wer- 
ther tries desperately to win 
Charlotte away from her new 
husband and when his efforts 
prove to be in vain, he takes 
his own life. 

"Werther caused more 
suicides than the most 
beautiful woman in the 
world," wrote Mme. de Staël 
on the subject of Goethe's 
celebrated novel, on which . 
Massenet's dramatic opera is 
based. In 1744, Goethe himself 
was tortured by the idea of 
suicide, having learned that 
one of his friends had just 
taken his own life. 

Fascinated by Goethe's 
novel, Massenet decided to 
borrow its subject matter for 

■ his opera, entitled Werther, 
which he composed in 1888. 
Premiered first in German at 
the Vienna Imperial Opera in 
1892, the work was performed 
in the original French version, 
at the Théâtre national de 
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l'Opéra-Comique in Paris in 
1893. Audiences of the day 
welcomed the work with fer- 
vor; reviewers also sang its 
praises. Following its North 
American premiere in Chicago 
in 1894, Werther was frequent- 
ly performed on this continent. 
It would be presented in Mon- 
treal for the first time at His 
Majesty's Theatre in 1911 by 
the Montreal Opera Company. 
Today, Massenet's opéra is 
often performed at opera 
houses around the world; it is 
considered one of the finest 
works in the French opera 
repertoire. 

The cast of the upcoming 
Opéra de Montreal production 
of Werther stars tenor Michèle 
Molese in the title role, mezzo- 
sporano Cabrielle Lavigne as 
Charlotte and baritone Ber- 
nard Turgeon as Albert.

Great pop music has rarely 
had much to do with music as 
such. It's the ultimate form 
without any content. Musical 
entrepreneur Malcolm 
McLaren, who understood this 
very well, said,'«You can sound 
like Dire Straits, I don't care; 
when you say a band is good 
musically, I always say that's 
death. All I know is that as the 
Sex P^ols g^cw more proficient 

Michael Moorcock bases his 
novel-of-the-film The Great 
Rock'n'RoU Swindle on this 
assumption. Thus the novel has 
little to do with the music of the 
Sex Pistols, even less to do with 
the film The Great Rock'n'RoU 
Swindle, and a lot to do with 
rock'n'roll. The book combines 
elements of science fiction, fan- 
tasy, hard-boiled detective 
writing, journalism, and pop, 
philosophy. Suprisingly, the 
quickly written novel -it took 
two weeks to write- is more 
than another bland record com? 
pany publicity ploy. It's an im- 
portant- and entertaining con- 
tribution to an almost non- 
existent genre- the rock novel. 

The story starts appropriately 
with the opening of the film and 
the counter-cultural confusion 



of 1980 Britain. Crowds of 
mods, punks, skinheads, and 
rude boys roam the streets. 
Helen' of Troy, who is one of 
the novel's main characters, 
remarks after seeing a mob'of 
these youths, that "you can bet 
your chains we won't see anar- 
chy in the U.K. in our lifetime. 
Just the usual bloody chaos." 
Other characters include Mr. 
Bug, a villain with more than a 
passing resemblance to an insect 
Martin Bormann. Ronald 
Biggs, the great train robber 
who actually did sing with the 
group for awhile at the end 
though John Lydon said he 
didn't like getting publicity out 
of a man who left a train driver 
like a vegetable. There's the 
:ynical record executive Frank 
Cornelius whose philosophy is 
"it doesn't do to let either the 
audiences or the artrists get out 
Df control- or you stand to lose 
profit." 

- Some of the funniest chapters 
take place at the Café Hendrix 
.where infamous martyrs like 
Shelley, James Dean, Sid 
Vicious and Jesus Christ discuss 
the relative merits of martyr- 
dom. The only thing they can all 
agree on is that it's good for 
business. Sid cites the example 
of the proliferation of 'Sid 
Lives' badges,- and Jesus brings

In a standard Moorcock sci-fi 
twist, the characters go back in 
time to the summer of 1977. As 
the , Silver Jubilee celebration 
takes place on the banks of the 
Thames, the Sex Pistols attempt 
to mock the event by having 
their own musical celebration 
on board a ship opposite the 
proceedings. But this time 
Moorcock makes it a military as 
well as .musical insurrection. 
One of the last Musician- 
Assassins directs a space-age 
rocket attack on the British 
capital to the tune of God Save 
the Queen. As the houses of 



panmmciii are rcaucea to rub- 
ble, the reactionary forces try to 
launch a counter-offensive by 
broadcasting Abba, Rick 
Wakeman, Leonard Cohen etc., 
throughout London. "It wasn't 
World War III, but it was better 
than nothing, "comments one 
observer. 

If it all sounds a bit like 
Saturday morning cartoons, 
you're right. But that's what 
saves this serious novel (and it is 
serious) from becoming an 
academic (i.e. boring) tract on 
anarchism, social decay, and 
idolatry. Moorcock comes to 
the same conclusion that Par- 
sons and Burchill come to in 
their history text The Boy Look- 



ed at Johnnywhich is that 
rock'n'roll has always failed as 
a vehicle for revolution. But 
Moorcock is a lot less bitchy 
and a lot more inventive than 
Parsons and Burchill. 

Helen of Troy makes Moor- 
cock's point very well in an 
argument with Steve Jones. She 
points out that he has spent all 
the money he made from the 
records on beer and birds. 
"What the bloody hell did you 
ever know about anarchy in the 
U.K., Stevie? You gave all the 
power back, just like that. You 
gave all the money back, just as 
if you'd found it in the street 
and returned it to the police sta- 
tion. "

"If grievance procedures are 
bad, then they should be chang- 
ed, but not at the price of the in- 
dividual student involved." 

Another issue the reinstat- 
ment of the student has raised is 
the right of professional 
faculties to determine their own 
internal academic standards and 
procedures. 

According to Flower, those 
people with the most intimate 
knowledge of the academic 
work involved in the profes- 
sional schools should be the 
ones to. decide who does and 
who doesn't get in. 
"I. think that ..there's an 



overall principle of having peo- 
ple 'make decisions who are 
most competent in making these 
decisions, unhappy as the case 
may bé for the individual in- 
volved," he said. 

"When the university 
graduates someone in any field, 
be it a doctor or a teacher, the 
university is saying that the per- 
son has shown reasonable com- 
petence and the question, then 
becomes on who does the 
responsibility (in graduating a 
student) fall. 

"I would argue that that 
responsibility falls on those peo- 
ple who have been hired to do 
so.'^said Flower. 




A McGill Senator who par- 
ticipated in the debate, 
however, questioned that argu- 
ment. 

"In a profession such as law, 
if you get through that is, the 
profession itself takes care of its 
qualifications, but if you get in 
something like dentistry or 
education there's no secondary 
body," he said. 

"What happens, however, 
when you find yourself in a cir- 
cumstance where somebody is 
being railroaded?" 

Professor of law and legal 
assessor for the grievance pro- 
cedure, Julius Grey, came under 
criticism from the Faculty of 
Education for his role in the 
committee's hearings but had 
little to say concerning the com- 
mittee's decision. 

"The committee tried to do 
its best and I think its very im- 
portant not to mention specific 
cases because it could take away 
from the judicial nature of the 
committee," he said. 

Despite Senate's recent over- 
ruling of the Faculty of Educa 
tion's demands for a new hear- 
ing, the student involved has 
lost any chance of successfully 
completing this semester. 

The vote to re-admit the stu- 
dent was passed by Senate 24 to 
12, with only one student, Arts 
representative to Senate Mark 
Yakabouski, voting against re- 
admission.

Pro-lifers 

To the Dally: 

In réponse to Donald Kingsbury's let- 
ter {Daily, January 20), I wish to 
enlighten him on two of his crucial 
misconceptions: that "right-to-lifers 
destroy women" and that abortionists 
somehow rescue them from this fate. 
..To be pro-life is to believe in defen- 
ding from violence not- only the unborn 
child, but the woman as well. We 
shouldn't delude ourselves that we are 
helping a woman when we enable her to 
make a decision to kill her child. For 
abortion is a dehumanizing decision, 
fraught with physical and emotional 
dangers. 

U.S. statistics reveal that 5-10 per cent 
of women who abort never have another 
child, and their chances are 3 times as 
great of having a premature baby. There 
is twice the chance of miscarriage after a 
first-trimester abortion and ten times the 
chance with a second-trimester abortion. 
Another sobering find is that women 
who aborted consulted physicians twice 
as often for reasons of mental health 
than those who had their babies. 

Abortionists may be insensitive to the 
idea of killing innocent unborn children, 
but women have riot always been so 
hardened. Abortion leaves a deep scar, a 
haunting memory for life. 

Abortion is fundamentally anti- 
woman as well as anti-child. Among 
pro-lifers, you will find persons who are 
extremely concerned about the plight of 
women — including feminists. 

As Daphne de Jong, National Presi- 
dent of an organization called 
"Feminists for Life", has said, of all 
things done to women, "abortion is the 
most violent invasion of their physical 
and phychic integrity ... a deeper and 
more destructive assault than rape." 

Offered or pressured through shame 
into the quick expedient of abortion, in- 
stead of community support to allow her 
to experience pregnancy and birth with 
dignity, according to Jong, "woman is 
again the victim and willing participant 
in her own destruction." And the at- 
mosphere in which abortion thrives is 
precisely one which treats the woman's 
body as "a piece of meat", and the child 
of her womb as "property". 

Right-to-lifers, far from treating 
women with contempt, as Kingsbury 
claims, are responsible for such humane 
and compassionate organizations as Bir- 
thright. This group provides counselling 
and other forms of assistance to women 
who are pregnant in difficult cir- 
cumstances. Their goal is to make 
available to the pregnant woman the 
[positive alternatives for life as weighed 
against the negative and destructive one 
of abortion. 

: Birthright is also the sole agency to of- 
fer post-abortion counselling. They will 
even go into the hospitals to the bedside 
of a woman in deep trauma immediately 
after her abortion. They also constantly 
receive calls from women who, having 
had abortions and are now expecting a 
child, suffer from nightmares and deep 
remorse. 

I One fourteen-year old, pushed 
through an abortion without her 
parents' knowledge, later came to Bir- 
thright in desparation. She must now, in 
phobic terror, flee the house whenever 
her mother turns on thdvacuum cleaner. 
Yes, post-abortibn "horror stories" 
would shock and awaken many out of 
slumbering passivity. 



Yet I believe most women suffer in 
silence. I, too, have counselled pregnant 
women and I have known 16-year olds 
who. suffer deep scars rom their abor- 
tion. I have also seen how, for others, to 
have the option and the support to 
choose life meant tremendous personal 
growth and inward peace later in life. 

To give a child to a childless couple is 
a decision based on love and is thus a 
strong affirmation of human worth, of 
both the mother and the child. Rather 
than destroy our unborn children, we 
should seek to destroy the social im- 
pediments to our giving to them the best 
environment in which to grwo and to 
their mothers the most loving care and 
support possible. 

For yesterday's experiences and to- 
day's memories. ' Short-term solutions 
such as abortion may be the most 
destructive in the long run, for it betrays 
the woman's most precious instinct, and 
society's greatest challenge; the capacity 
to love.
